I ow ana rirooRtyn, armored cruisers, 
and the lent! powerful but speedy ves­ 
sels of the flying sqnadron, the Spanish 
coost oould be speedily swept clear of 
all commerce, all Spanish shipping 
would be destroyed and some of the best 
ports blockaded or bombarded. 
No official news came yeiterday to 
the war department from our army 
near Santiago. 
This was a cause for mild surprise at 
the department as General Shafter has 
a cable at his command and it was ex­ 
pected he would report the measure of 
success he has attained in the debarka­ 
tion of his army on Cuban soil and the 
beginning of operations against Santi­ 
ago. 
Not hearing from him the officials 
wore obliged to rely for information en­ 
tirely upon press reports. 
They found 
these highly satisfactory aud Secretary 
Alger expressed particular gratification 
at the news that the troops had reached 
a point within seven miles of Mom) 
castle without encountering serious re­ 
sistance. 
For the first time yesterday there was 
a reliable announcement of the inten­ 
tion of General Miles to go to Co ba to 
participate in the operations there be­ 
fore the campaign is extended to Porto 
Hico. 
The time of his departure is as 
yet undenied. 
With great satisfaction the navy de­ 
partment 
has 
published 
Sampson’s 
statement that Hobson and his men are 
well and are not in the line of fire. 
It 
was also noted that Sampson finds no 
difficulty in having his flag of truce re­ 
spected, which is gratifying in view of 
the statement coming from Havana 
some days ago that there was to be a 
lapse into barbarism through the re 


fnsal of the Spaniards to recognize flags 
of truce. 
It Is suspected, however, that the Cu« 
bans have had to pay for this exemption 
on the jiart of the Americans, and that 
the engagements described in the Span­ 
ish dispatches were really between the 
, , Cubans and the Spaniards far back in 
speaking, if Spain is foolhardy enough , ^ 
rear| instead of between the Anteri- 
to send the Cadi* fleet through th* Sue* cans and Spaniards. 
Seeing that the 
Cubans, who were almost without cloth­ 
ing, have been liberally supplied by 
Sampson and Shafter, it i* conceivable 
that the Spaniards might easily mistake 
them for American soldiers at a little 
distance. 
The news coming from Jamaica that 
General Pando is sending heavy rein­ 
forcements to Spanish General Linares 
in Santiago, is likely to have the effect 
of hastening the campaign against that 
town by the Americans. 
Pando lias 
10,000 soldiers at Holguin, less than IOO 
mile* from Santiago. 
They are the pick 
of the Spanish army in Cuba, and their 
commander is known as the fighting 
general

HEAVY 
FIGHTING. 


Believed to Have Between Spanish am i 
Cubans Instead of Americans. 
Washington, June 25.—Notwithstand­ 
ing the official Spanish reports of heavy 
fighting between the American invad­ 
ing army and tba Spanish forces near 
Santiago, army officers here are confi­ 
dent that no engagement of any mo­ 
ment has occurred between these troops. 
Part of the lauding project was u move­ 
ment in force by the Cubans across the 
country to prevent the Spanish forces 
concentrating upon the beach to oppose 
the lauding of the American troops. 
Taken in connection w ith Sampson’s 
plan of blinding the Spaniards to the 
real lauding place by an indiscriminate 
harrying of tho coast for 25 miles east 
and West, this scheme worked adm ir­ 
ably so far as the American troops are 
concerned, as was evidenced by their 
landing without the loss oI a man.

Playa del Bete, Guantanamo Bay, 
June 25.—Four troops of the First cav­ 
alry, four troops of the Tenth cavalry 
and eight troops of Roosevelt’s rough 
riders, less than 1,000 men in all, dis­ 
mounted aud attacked 2,000 Spanish 
soldiers in the thickets within five miles 
of Santiago de Cuba yesterday. 
The Americans beat the enemy back 
into the city, but they left the following 
dead upon the field:

At least 50 Americans were wounded, 
including six officers. 
Several of the 
wounded will die. 
Twelve dead Spaniards were found in 
the bush after the fight, but their los% 
was doubtless in excess of that. 
General Y'oung commanded the expe­ 
dition and was with the regulars, while 
Colonel Wood directed the operations of 
the rough riders several miles west. 
Both parties struck the Spaniards 
about the same time and the fight lasted 
an hour. 
The Spaniards opened fire from the 
thick brush and had every advantage of 
numbers and position, but the troops 
drove them back from the start, stormed 
the block house around which they 
made the final stand and sent them 
scattering over the mountains. 


T hey A r* F ly in g From th e T op o f th * 
A lter** M ountain*, Calm. 
Off Baiquiri, Jnne 28, via Kingston, 
Jamaica, June 25.—Late yesterday aft­ 
ernoon the American flag was flown 
from the top of the Altar©# mountains, 
back of Daiquiri, amid wild enthusiasm. 
The men cheered and waved their hats, 
the warships and the transport# let loose 
their gun# and the band# played the 
the Star Spangled Banner. 
Major Lamotte with two men of the 
volunteer cavalry, climbed the hights 
and raised the flag. 
The Cubans, under General Demet­ 
rius Castillo, who entered Baiquiri after 
the Spaniards had deserted the town, 
were clothed in rags, and many of them 
were two thirds naked. 
Some had no trouser# and only ta t­ 
tered shirts, while the majority of them 
were bare footed. 
They were mostly 
negroes some being boys of only 15 
years of age. 
The guns they carried 
were of many models, ranging from 
flint locks to Mausers and Remingtons. 
All, 
however, 
were 
armed 
with 
machetes. 
The officers rode donkeys 
and scrub horses. 
The sun wa# blazing 
hot aud a number of the soldier# were 
prostrated by the intense heat and were 
taken on board the hospital ship. 
The troops are in fine spirits and are 
overjoyed ut the aggressive attitude as­ 
sumed by General Shafter, who believes 
he can force his way into .Santiago and 
strike tho Spanish a heavy blow. 
Tile celerity of the forward movement 
of the United States army has em­ 
barrassed tile quarterm aster’# depart­ 
ment.

In Cuba. 
London, June 26.—All the special dis­ 
patches from Madrid reflect th* anxiety 
produced by Admiral Cervera’s dis­ 
patches aud the threatening aspect of 
the political sit nation. 
There is no doubt the Spaniards are 
sadly disappointed wirh the ease with 
which General Shatter effected a land­ 
ing aud at the retreat toward Santiago, 
which is regarded as a bad omen. 
The newspapers are irritated at the 
prospect that restrictions will be plaoed 
upon their criticisms now the cortos is 
closed. 
The Madrid correspondent of The 
Standard, commenting upon the scenes 
in the Corte#, says: 
‘‘Everybody observed the silenoe of 
the Carlist senators and deputies during 
the stormy sittings yesterday. 
Their 
leaders, it appears, had instructed them 
to abstain, as the expectations of Don 
Carlos lie more in the direction of com­ 
ing events than in parliamentary squab­ 
bles. ”

CHURCH NOTES. 


No C onvict Wa** Kv©r L auded T h ere, N o 


S ettlem en t liv er M ade T h ere, and It 


Ha** N ever H ad A n yth in g to H o W ith 


E n g la n d ’* P en al System . 


The first convict fleet Sailed away 
from England in May, 17*7, called at 
Rio Janeiro and arrived ut Botany Bay 
early in January, 17H8. 
In the fleet 
were a 2 0 gnu frigate, an arm ed tender, 
three storeships aud six transports, far 
the largest fleet that ever sailed to tho 
South w a, though the largest vessel 
m easured only 450 tons and the sm all­ 
est only 270 tons. 
On the six sm all transports for this 
long, tropical voyage were packed con­ 
victs num bering 504 men and 192 wom ­ 
en. There were also carried 108 m arines 
aud IO officers, a few surgeons and m e­ 
chanics, the wives of 40 of the m arines 
aud 18 children, the offspring of con­ 
victs. 
A pproxim ately 
1,000 
persons 
therefore w ent to found the colony in 
the new est w orld less than IIG years 
old. C aptain P hilip of the B ritish navy 
wa.' placed in command of the expedi­ 
tion and given a commission as governor 
and 
captain general of New Uouth 
Wales. 
It is easy for the visitor (J today to 
understand the blank dism ay that P hilip 
m ust have felt w hen the fleet sailed 
into Botany Bay aud lie saw for the 
first tim e the place w hich had been 
recommended to him as the spot for set­ 
tlem en t It had been selected by the ad­ 
vice of C aptain Gook, whose botanists 
had been so delighted w ith the profu­ 
sion of new plants they found th* re th at 
they had given it the expressive name. 
P hilip found on first exam ination that 
more unsuitable .'it© for a new settle­ 
m ent hardly could have b* on chosen. 
The bay was shallow, there w as no 
good anchorage, there was no good w a­ 
ter, and the adjacent laud w as not fer­ 
tile, except for botanical spec im* us 
Leaving the fleet anchored in the bay, 
Philip started up the coast in his tender 
to hunt for a bettor home. 
N ine m ib s 
to the northw ard he found him self fac­ 
ing those great gates now known as 
Sydney head, which Cook had seen 
from a distance, and, satisfied w ith 
Botany Bay, bad m arked on his chart 
as a possible harbor fur sm all boats. 
Philip rounded the south head and was 
amazed to se© opening before lam the 
bays of P ort Jackson—.Snyder harbor 
now—famed the world over as the tim st 
harbor in the seven seas aud disputed 
for th at distinction by few. Three days 
of exploration left no possible doubt 
that this was the place to be selected, 
aud P h ilip returned at once to Botany. 
The fleet w as standing out of the bay, 
when tw o French frigates appeared in 
the offing. They bor* an exploring party 
nuder Comte de la Peronse, w ithout 
hostile intentions, w hich w as an im ­ 
mense relief to the colonies. 
Botany 
Bay was left to the Frenchm en. 
They 
refreshed aud refitted there, staying un 
til M arch, aud burying on shore on© of 
their com pany, the n aturalist of the ex­ 
pedition, who died of wounds received 
in an encounter w ith the natives of an 
W-land they hat! touched. A few m onths 
later the French expedition was ship­ 
wrecked, aud every one of the crew was 
m urdered by the natives of \ auikoro, 
one of the Bauta Cruz islands. 
In 1825 
a m onum ent was erected by the French 
governm ent to the memory of the com ­ 
m ander of the expedition at Botauy 
Bay. 
T his is all of the story of Botauy Bay, 
a nam© long infam ous because of its as 
seriation w ith convict transportation. 
No convict ever was landed there, no 
settlem ent ever was m ade there, aud it 
never had anything more to do w ith th© 
“ system ” than I have related. 
It is a 
circular bay, w ith an entrance so wide 
as to leave it alm ost an open roadstead. 
The stores are flat, low, sandy aud un­ 
interesting. 
W hen I w ent th* re not long ago, the 
tide was out and the beach w as foul 
w ith all sorts of drifts. 
One peninsula, 
which ju ts between the bay aud the 
©©eau, has been reserved for noxious 
trades, and they w ill elbow the obelisk 
erected to th** memory of Captain Cook, 
so th at in the future the hay w ill be no 
more savory than its nam e has been, 
unjustly, in the past. The French m on­ 
um ent is at the other side of the en­ 
trant e to the bay. 
It was the 20th of January, 1788, 
when 
the fleet of Governor A rthur 
P hilip entered w hat is now Sydney h ar­ 
bor. The settlem ent of the continent of 
A ustralia was begun,—Chicago Record.

Twelve dead Spaniards were found in 
the bush after the fight, but their los% 
was doubtless in excess of that. 
General Y'oung commanded the expe­ 
dition and was with the regulars, while 
Colonel Wood directed the operations of 
the rough riders several miles west. 
Both parties struck 
the Spaniards 
about the same time and the fight lasted 
an hour. 
The Spaniards opened fire from the 
thick brush and had every advantage of 
numbers and position, bat the troops 
drove them back from the start, stormed 
the block house around which they 
made the final stand aud sent them 
scattering over the mountains. 
The cavalrymen were afterwards re­ 
inforced by the Seventh, Twelfth aud 
Seventeenth infantry, part of the Ninth 
cavalry, the Second Massachusetts aud 
the Seventy-first New York. 
The Americans now hold the position 
at the thrcshhold of Santiago de Cuba 
with more troops going forward con­ 
stantly and they are preparing for a 
final assault upon the city.

BOTANY BAY HISTORY 
CHURCH NOTES. 


THE TRUE STORY OF THE NOTORI­ 


OUS SOUTH SEA SITE. 


No Convict W a * Ever U nited Thor#, No 
K«*tt lenient Ever Made There, and It 
Ha* Never Had Anything to Do W ith 
England’* Penal System. 


Tho first convict fleet toiled away 
from England in May, I TST. called at 
R io Janeiro and arrived at Botany Bay 
early in January, 1788, 
In the fleet 
w ere a ‘JO gnu frigate, an armed tender, 
three atoreahips aud six transports, far 
the largest fleet that ever sailed to tho 
South sea, though 
the largest ves-el 
measured only 450 tons and the sm a ll­ 
est only 970 tons. 
o u the six sm all transports for th is 
long, tropical voyage w ere packed con­ 
victs num bering 504 men and 198 w om ­ 
en. There were also carried 108 m arines 
aud IO officer*, a few surgeons aud m e­ 
chanics, the w ives of 40 of the m arines 
and 18 children, the offspring of con­ 
victs. 
A pproxim ately 
1,000 
persons 
therefore w ent to found the colony in 
the new est w orld less than HO years 
old. Captain P h ilip of the British navy 
was placed in command of the 1 xpodi* 
tion and given a com m ission as governor 
aud 
captain general of N ow South 
Wales. 
It is easy for tin* visitor <4 today to 
understand the blank dism ay that P h ilip 
m ust have felt w hen the fleet sailed 
into Botany Bay aud lie saw for the 
first tim e tho place w hich had been 
recommended to him as the spot for set­ 
tlem en t It had been selected by the ad­ 
vice of Captain Cook, w hose botanists 
had been so delighted w ith the profu­ 
sion of new plants they found there that 
they had given it the expressive name. 
P h ilip found on first exam ination that 
a more unsuitable site for a new settle­ 
m ent hardly could have been chosen. 
T he bay w as shallow , 
there w as no 
good anchorage, there w as no good w a­ 
ter, and the adjacent laud w as not fer­ 
tile, except for botanical specim ens 
Leaving the fleet anchored in the bay, 
P h ilip started up tb ecoast in his tender 
to hunt for a bettor home. 
N ine m iles 
to the northward he found him self fac­ 
ing those great gates now known as 
Sydney head, w hich Cook 
had 
seen 
from a 
distance, and, satisfied w ith 
Botany Bay, had marked on his < hart 
as a possible harbor for sm all boats. 
P hilip rounded the south head and w as 
amazed to see opening before him the 
bays of Port Jackson— Snyder harbor 
uow — famed the w orld over as the lim st 
harbor in the seven seas aud disputed 
for that distinction by few . Three day* 
of exploration left no possible doubt 
that this w as the place to be selected, 
aud P h ilip returned at once to Botany. 
The fleet w as standing out of the bay, 
w hen tw o French frigates appeared in 
the offing, They bore an exploring party 
under Comte de la Perou*e, w ithout 
hostile intentions, w hich w as an im ­ 
mense relief to the colonists. 
Botany 
Bay w as left to the Frenchm en. 
Th* y 
reinvited aud refitted there, staying un 
til March, and burying on shore one of 
their company, the naturalist of the e x ­ 
pedition, w ho died of wounds received 
in an encounter w ith the natives of an 
*daud they had touched. A few m onths 
later the French expedition w as ship­ 
wrecked, and every one of the crew w as 
murdered by the natives of \ anikoro, 
one of the balita Cruz islands. 
In I >25 
a m onum ent w as erected by the French 
governm ent to the mem ory of the com ­ 
mander of the expedition at Botany 
Bay. 
T his is all of the story of Botany Bay, 
a nam e long infam ous because of its as 
seriation w ith convict transportation. 
N o convict ever w as landed there, no 
settlem ent ever w as made there, and it 
never had anything more to do w ith the 
“ system ” than I have D ialed. 
It is a 
circular bay, w ith an entrance so w ide 
as to leave it alm ost an open roadstead. 
Th*' shores are Alit, low , sandy aud un­ 
interesting. 
W hen I w ent there not long ago, the 
tide w as out and the beach w as foul 
w ith all sorts of drifts. 
One peninsula, 
w hich juts between the bay aud the 
oceau, has been reserved for noxious 
trades, and they w ill elbow the obelisk 
erected to the mem ory of Captain Cook, 
so that in the future the bay w ill be 110 
more savory than its nam e has been, 
unjustly, in the past. The I reach m on­ 
um ent is at the other side of the en­ 
trance to the bay. 
It w as the 20th of January, IT88, 
w hen 
the fleet of Governor Arthur 
P h ilip entered w hat is now Sydney har­ 
bor. The settlem ent of the continent of 
A ustralia was begun.— Chicago Becurd.
